During  the  past  year  the  number  of  deaths  registered  was  218,  of 
which  109  were  males,  and  109  females. 


The  population  is  estimated  at  12,020. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  1897,  is  therefore,  18*13-  per  thousand  of 
the  population. 

The  death-rate  for  the  preceding  year  of  1896  is  14*86  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  J 

The  number  of  births  during  the  vear  is  399,  of  which  216  were 
males,  and  183  females. 

The  birth-rate  is  33*  19  per  thousand  of  the  population;  that  of  the 
year  1896,  33*  16  per  thousand  of  the  population.

Inspector  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

SCARLATINA. 

Notified  cases,  45  ; Deaths,  6;  No  of  houses,  29. 

Scarlatina  has  been  endemic  in  the  district  for  the  past  five  years,  and 
I do  not  think  there  is  much  probability  of  its  being  otherwise  unless 
better  means  of  isolating  the  cases  as  they  occur  is  adopted.  As  I 
pointed  out  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  isolate 
efficiently  in  nine-tendis  of  the  cases. 

There  is  not  the  accommodation  sufficient  to  prevent  the  mixing  of  the 
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infected  with  the  healthy  in  the  ordinary  artizan  dwelling,  and  this,  added 
to  the  indifference  to  sanitary  measures,  which  I find  amongst  that  class 
of  the  population,  makes  the  task  of  stamping  out  the  disease  an  almost 
insuperable  one — without  hospital  isolation. 

During  1896,  cases  were  notified  every  month.  In  1897,  it  is  in  the 
early  and  later  months  that  the  disease  was  most  prevalent,  as  reference 
to  Table  III.  will  shew;  and  at  one  period — from  April  to  June — I had 
some  reason  to  hope  we  had  got  rid  of  it.  All  the  cases  as  they  occur 
are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  he  reports  to  me.  If  necessary, 
notice  is  then  given  to  the  schools,  with  the  request  that  no  child  affected 
or  any  children  from  the  same  house,  shall  be  permitted  to  return  to 
school,  until  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness  to  do  so  is  produced- 
Disinfectants  have  been  liberally  supplied,  free  of  cost.  The  parents 
have 'been  warned  against  spreading  the  disea*se,  and  the  houses  and 
clothing  afterwards  have  been  fumigated  and  disinfected.  The  school 
teachers  and  Attendance  Officer  have,  I believe,  done  their  best  to  keep 
the  infection  out  of  the  schools.  The  cases  have  never  been  so  numerous 
in  any  one  month,  as  to  justify  the  closing  of  the  schools. 

With  all  these  precautions  carefully  and  intelligently  carried  out.  it 
might  be  possible  to  stamp  out  the  disease;  but  there  is  an  ever-recurr'ng 
leakage  going  on,  and  I attribute  this, — ist,  to  cases  of  a mild  type, 
which  escape  notification,  and  by  attendance  at  school  spread  the 
infection.  2nd,  To  the  great  importance  which  attaches  to  the  average 
attendance  at  the  elementary  schools.  3rd,  To  the  want  of  co-operation 
with,  and  intelligent  application  of,  the  instructions  given  as  to  isolation 
amongst  the  working  classes. 

Whilst  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent  in  this  district,  it  has  also  been 
equally  prevalent  in  the  surrounding  districts.  It  is  chiefly  owing  to  this 
that  the  disease  has  returned  to  us  when  we  had  apparently  succeeded  in 
supj^ressing  it,  and  no  doubt  we  have  in  the  same  way  introduced  it  to 
our  neighbours,  through  the  visiting  of  friends,  and  though  I have  no 
doubt  these  visits  do  frequently  occur,  they  are  generally  stoutly  denied. 

With  all  these  factors  working  against  us,  the  continuance  and 
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recurrence  of  the  disease  is  not  very  surprising,  and  I would  again  urge 
upon  your  consideration  the  desirability  of  permitting  the  present 
Isolation  Hospital  to  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  these  cases.  I 
believe  that  by  adopting  this  recommendation  we  shall  be  able  in  a very 
short  time  to  stamp  out  the  disease. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Notified,  17;  Deaths,  i;  No.  of  houses,  13. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  January,  at  78,  Level  Street,  and  was 
followed  by  another  case  in  the  same  house,  a month  later. 

The  house  was  supplied  with  South  Staffordshire  water.  The  premises 
drained  into  a cesspool,  which  was  much  too  near  the  house,  was  very 
foul  and  overflowing,  and  had  not  been  emptied  for  tivo  years.  The 
closets  and  privy  middens  were  of  the  old  insanitary  type,  allowing 
leakage  into  the  earth,  and  keeping  the  soil  impure. 

The  cesspit  was  ordered  to  be  moved  further  away,  and  to  be  kept 
clean,  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws.  A case  of  Enteric  Fever  had 
occurred  on  these  premises  in  the  year  1891. 

Two  cases  occurred  at  Court  No.  3,  Parkes  Street;  South  Staffordshire 
water  supplied.  I pointed  out  insanitary  conditions  on  these  premises, 
and  drew  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  several  occasions,  this  property 
had  been  before  your  notice,  and  no  improvement  had  been  effected. 
There  are  four  small  cottages  in  this  court,  each  with  one  living  room 
and  one  sleeping  room,  and  no  through  ventilation.  The  yard  is  small, 
enclosed  by  high  walls,  and  unpaved  ; filth  and  refuse  is  carelessly  thrown 
down  by  the  tenants,  and  the  ground  is  consequently  impure. 

There  were  also  defects  in  the  privy-midden  closets,  which  required 
attention,  and  the  cottages  inside  were  in  a very  dirty  condition.  I 
recommended  this  yard  to  be  paved,  the  closets  altered,  and  the  four 
cottages  to  be  converted  into  two,  ventilated,  and  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
lime-washed.  You  gave  the  instructions  for  all  of  these  recommendations 
to  be  carried  out,  but  1 regret  to  say  the  only  improvement  has  been  to 
lime-wash  the  cottages,  and  the  other  conditions  remain  the  same, 
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Two  other  cases  occurred,  one  at  Forge  Row,  where  the  water  supply 
was  deficient,  and  one  at  Derry  Street,  South  Staffordshire  water  supplied. 
In  both  of  these  cases  I had  previously  called  your  attention  to  the 
insanitary  state  of  these  properties,]  and  advised  you  to  adopt  remedial 
measures.  Notice  was  given  the  owners  to  abate  the  nuisances  com- 
plained of,  but  the  notices  weie  ignored,  and  no  further  steps  were  taken 
to  compel  the  owners  to  carry  them  out. 

No  excuse  is  sufficient  to  justifiy  the  continuance  of  a dangerous 
nuisance — especially  is  this  so  after  Enteric  Fever  has  occurred  on  the 
premises — and  I think  it  is  time  some  of  the  property  owners  in  this 
district  were  made  to  understand  that  they  cannot  disregard  your 
authority  with  impunity.  ■ 

If  after  due  consideration  you  authorise  notice  to  be  given  to  abate  a 
nuisance,  the  notice  having  once  been  given,  should  be  promptly  followed 
up,  and  carried  to  a satisfactory  conclusion. 

The  above  four  cases  present  an  object  lesson,  which  should  not  be 
disregarded.  In  all  of  these  cases  I had  previously  reported  Enteric 
Fever,  which  I attributed  to  the  insanitary  conditions  found  on  the 
premises,  and  acting  upon  my  report,  you  had  given  instructions  to  have 
certain  remedial  measures  adopted,  but  the  owners  evaded  their  responsi- 
bility, and  on  a recurrence  of  the  disease,  I found  precisely  the  same 
insanitary  conditions  in  existence. 

Amongst  the  other  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  five  were  supplied  with 
water  from  three  wells.  The  water  in  each  case  was  analysed  and  con- 
densed, and  the  South  Staffordshire  water  ordered  to  be  laid  on.  Two 
of  the  cases — one  at  Bull  Street,  and  one  at  Silver  Street — were  sent  to 
the  Isolation  Flospital,  as  both  houses  were  overcrowded,  and  the  cases 
could  not  be  properly  isolated  or  treated  at  home. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Notified  cases,  4;  Deaths,  i. 

The  cases  occurred  as  follows: — One  in  January,  one  in  May,  and  two 
in  November;  such  insanitary  conditions  as  were  found,  were  reported 
upon  and  remedied. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

Notified  cases,  lo;  Deaths,  i. 

The  death  was  that  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age.  In  most  of 
the  cases  there  was  no  obvious  insanitary  cause,  and  in  two  where  cause 
was  found,  the  matter  was  dealt  with. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Notified  cases,  i ; Deaths,  i. 

An  acute  case  which  occurred  at  Mill  Street,  Scarlet  Fever  was  next 
door,  and  it  is  possible  the  infection  was  conveyed,  though  no  proof 
was  elicited. 


SEWERAGE. 

This  question  remains  in  abeyance  until  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Kingswinford  have  decided  whether  they  will  adopt  the  suggested 
proposal,  to  unite  with  this  district  in  a general  scheme. 

They  have  instructed  a Sanitary  Engineer  to  advise  them,  but  his 
report  has  not  been  sent  in,  and  until  the  Rural  District  Council  have 
his  report  before  them,  nothing  further  will  be  done. 


EXCREMENT  REMOUAL 

This  work  is  still  being  done  by  a contractor.  Last  year  I reported  an 
improvement  in  this  department,  the  work  being  much  better  done  than 
in  the  previous  year.  During  the  last  six  months  I have  been  very 
frequently  appealed  to  by  people  who  could  not  get  their  nuisances 
removed,  and  I have  had  to  complain  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  who 
have  promptly  called  the  contractor's  attention  to  it,  and  then  for  a time 
the  work  has  been  done  better.  It  has  very  frequently  happened  that 
people  have  had  to  wait  two  or  three  months  to  get  their  complaints 
attended  to.  Some  better  means  ought  to  be  devised  to  prevent  this 
state  of  things.  The  work  is  hindered  also  by  the  faulty  construction  of 
many  of  the  privy-middens,  which  are  too  large  and  deep.  They  cannot 
be  kept  dry,  and  a wet  privy-midden  is  not  only  a serious  nuisance,  but 
it  takes  much  longer  to  cleanse. 
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Every  midden  and  privy  should  be  so  constructed  that  no  moisture  can 
soak  into  the  ground,  and  pollute  the  soil.  That  this  measure  can  be 
carried  out,  I have  no  doubt  whatever,  and  I think  you  should  insist  upon 
it  being  done.  Half- measures  are  of  no  use. 

Then  as  to  the  present  method  of  reporting  the  work  done.  The 
usual  practice  here  is  to  report  the  number  of  loads  removed  during  the 
month.  This  sounds  imposing,  but  it  is  misleading,  and  of  little  or  no 
practical  value. 

It  is  much  more  important  to  know  the  number  of  privies  and  middens 
wTich  the  contractor  has  emptied  per  week  or  per  rdght,  rather  than  per 
mionth,  as  is  now  done. 

It  should  be  the  duty  of  some  one,  by  personal  inspection,  to  check 
these  reports,  and  to  ensure  that  all  refuse  is  removed  regularly,  syste- 
matically, and  at  as  frequent  intervals  as  possible.  What  happens  now 
is,  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  tenants,  there  is  now  and  again  a rush 
of  complaints;  consequently  some  of  them  have  to  wait,  and  thus  a 
grievance  is  created. 

In  a district  like  this,  there  ought  to  be  no  difficulty  in  preventing  this 
accumulation  of  complaints,  in  fact,  when  the  old  Local  Board  did  the 
work  with  their  own  servants,  this  sort  of  thing  did  not  happen,  because 
there  was  a foreman  appointed,  whose  special  duty  it  was  to  find  out 
where  the  work  required  doing,  and  I would  strongly  advise  you  to  ap- 
point some  one  to  look  after  the  contractor’s  men  in  the  same  way,  and 
keep  them  regularly  at  work. 

The  man  appointed  should  be  the  servant  of  the  Council,  and 
independent  of  the  contractor. 

For  several  years  I have  endeavoured  to  get  some  form  of  dry  closet 
adopted,  which  you  would  be  prepared  to  enforce — certainly  in  all  new 
buildings,  and  also  in  the  old  buildings — where  it  is  clear  that  nothing 
but  re-construction  will  answer.  Some  improvement  has  taken  place,  but 
there  are  still  defects  which  I would  be  glad  to  see  amended.  If  the 
'closet  described  in  your  Bye-laws  is  not  largeenough,  let  some  modification 
be  proposed,  and  so  long  as  the  principle  of  dryness  is  maintained,  I 
have  no  doubt  we  can  arrive  at  a suitable  plan,  which  can  be  put  before 
the  public,  as  the  only  one  ivhich  you  ivill  pass,  and  thus  by  putting  this 
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question  on  a proper  basis,  you  will  get  rid  of  the  uncertainty  which  now 
prevails.  Where  we  are  obliged  to  have  the  conservancy  closet,  let  us 
have  a clear  idea  of  what  will  be  approved.  Within  the  last  two  or  three 
years  a good  many  W.C.’s  have  been  put  in,  and  a few  W. W.C.’s.  This  is 
a move  in  the  right  direction ; but  it  increases  the  importance  of  pushing 
forward  your  Sewerage  scheme,  and  of  providing  efficient  means  of 
dealing  with  the  increased  quantity  of  crude  sewage. 


GENERAL  DEATH-RATE. 

The  Death-Rate,  18*13,  a little  below  the  average  of  the  past  ten 
years — 18*16. 

Infant  IVtortallty. — This  is  above  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years; 
the  mortality  in  children  under  one  year,  perT,ooo  of  the  births  registered 
during  the  year  being  189,  as  against  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten 
years — 171.

One-third  of  the  deaths  are  from  causes  over  which  we  can  exercise 
little  control,  viz. — Insufficient  Vitality  and  Premature  Birth.  There  is 
little  doubt,  however,  that  more  careful  living,  and  less  work  during 
pregnancy,  would  reduce  this  mortality. 

It  is  in  the  deaths  from  Diarrhcea,  Dentition,  Convulsions,  Wasting 
Diseases,  &c.,  that  some  improvement  might  be  obtained,  if  the  nursing 
and  feeding  were  carried  out  on  more  intelligent  lines.  The  ignorance 
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and  neglect  of  some  of  the  mothers  is  most  deplorable,  and  is  the  cause 
of  most  of  these  deaths. 

Phthisis. — Seven  deaths.  Occupations — Boatman,  i ; glassmaker,  i ; 
ironworker,  i ; miner,  i ; carpenter,  i ; and  two  women  employed  in 
domestic  work. 


5AN1TARY  NOTES. 


The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  used  on  two  occasions  during  the 
year,  for  the  admission  of  Typhoid  fever.  Neither  of  them  were  serious 
cases,  but  the  circumstances  were  so  bad,  that  it  is  probable  other  cases 
were  prevented  in  the  same  locality. 

The  Steam  Disinfector  has  been  used  on  37  occasions  to  disinfect 
clothing,  &c.,  after  Scarlatina. 

Water  Supply. — 78  houses  have  been  connected  with  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Company’s  water.  Three  samples  of  well  water 
were  taken  for  analysis  and  condemned,  and  notice  was  given  to  put  on 
the  Company’s  water. 

According  to  the  latest  estimate  there  are  2,404  houses  in  the  district. 
1,914  of  these  are  supplied  with  the  Company’s  water. 

Noting  what  has  occurred  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  I have  per« 
sonally  inspected  and  enquired  into  the  sources  of  the  Company’s  water, 
and  have  satisfied  myself  that  every  reasonable  precaution  has  been 
taken  to  prevent  the  risk  of  pollution. 
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The  Company’s  water  for  the  district  is  obtained  from  their  pumping 
station  at  Prestwood,  and  is  at  present  pumped  directly  into  the  mains. 
A large  covered  reservoir  is  being  put  down  at  Springsmire.  near  Dudley, 
which  will  hold  3^  million  gallons  of  water.  I had  the  opportunity  of 
going  down  this  reservoir  and  examining  the  interior.  It  is  250  feet  long 
and  150  feet  wide.  The  floor  is  laid  with  concrete,  i foot  thick,  and 
this  again  covered  with  an  inch  of  cement.  The  walls  are  6 feet  thick 
at  the  bottom,  lined  with  cement  for  about  3 feet  inside,  and  puddled 
with  clay  outside. 

This  reservoir  will  be  ready  for  use  in  June,  and  the  water  will  be 
pumped  into  it  from  the  pumping  station  at  Prestw^ood. 

At  Prestwood  the  water  is  drawn  from  the  lower  part  of  the  new  red 
sandstone,  through  two  lined  perforated  boreholes,  2 4in.  diameter, 
286  feet  below  the  surface.  Inside  the  lined  borehole  tubes  there  is 
a rising  main,  through  which  the  w^ater  is  drawn  by  a powerful  engine. 
The  water  rises  in  the  borehole  tubes  to  within  50  feet  of  the  top,  so  that 
there  is  always  a plentiful  supply. 

There  are  six  workmen  engaged  at  Prestwood,  who  live  in  cottages 
about  fifty  yards  from  the  engine  house.  The  cottages  are  drained  into 
a cesspool,  50  yards  away,  and  100  yards  from  the  engine  house.  The 
contents  of  this  cesspool  is  pumped  on  to  the  land  at  frequent  intervals. 
I suggested  some  slight  alterations  in  the  closets,  which  will  be  carried  out 
The  premises  are  well  protected  by  high  walls  and  unclimbable  fencing, 
and  are  kept  very  clean  and  in  good  order. 

I have  made  78  personal  inspections  during  the  year,  and  reported 
when  necessary  to  the  Sanitary  Committee.  Amongst  the  questions 
which  have  received  special  attention  may  be  mentioned  Delph  Brook, 
complaints  about  which  were  made  by  the  adjoining  district  of  Amble- 
cote.  Samples  of  the  brook  water  were  taken,  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst.  Notice  was  given  to  the  Brewery  Company,  under  the 
River  Pollution  Act,  to  cease  polluting  the  stream,  and  failing  to  get  any 
satisfaction,  application  was  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  to 
sanction  further  action.  The  Brewery  Company  then  undertook  to 
adopt  measures  to  prevent  the  pollution,  and  asked  for  the  matter  to  be 
postponed.  We  are  now  watching  the  result  of  their  experiments. 
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Notice  was  also  given  to  the  Kingswinford  School  Board  to  cease  the 
pollution  which  arose  from  the  drainage  at  their  Mount  Pleasant  Schools. 
When  these  two  sources  of  pollution  have  been  disposed  of.  and  the  few 
houses  that  drain  into  the  Brook  disconnected,  I do  not  think  there  will 
be  anything  to  complain  of.

The  sewers  have  been  periodically  flushed,  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 
Open  ditches  have  received  frequent  attention  as  necessity  requires.
